In the Claims 

1. (Currently Amended) A method for collecting, organizing, storing, sharing and distributing 
medical information over a network comprising the steps of: 

establishing a plurality of medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub-sets ; 

presenting to a patient representative or a medical professional an initial series of 
questions, the patient representative being any of a medical patient, the medical patient's 
guardian, and the medical patient's personal representative; 

selecting and presenting to the patient representative or medical professional one or more 
of the medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub-sets based on responses to the initial series 
of questions ; 

storing at least on e the medical patient's medical information in a computer database 
coupled to said network, said medical information being provided by one of a patient 
representative and a medical prof e ssional as a series of responses to the one or more medical 
encounter-specific questionnaire sub-sets a s e ri e s of pre - defined qu e stions , and including 
personal information, basic medical information and medical- encounter specific medical 
information; , the patient repres e ntativ e b e ing on e of th e at l e ast one medical pati e nt, th e pati e nt's 
guardian and th e pati e nt's personal r e pr e sentative; 

generating two identical copies of the patient's medical information, a patient copy and a 
medical professional/facility copy, in the database when said medical information is first 
accessed by at least one of a medical facility and a medical professional, said patient copy being 
a master copy, said copies having a logical wall therebetween; 

generating one or more patient-owned organized medical history records from the patient 
copy of the medical information; and 
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generating one or more medical records from the medical professional/facility copy of the 
medical information, the one or more medical records being owned and solely accessible bv at 
least one of the medical professional and medical facility; 

wherein the patient representative has no access to said medical professional/facility copy 
of the medical information that is used to generate the one or more medical records; 

wherein neither of the medical professional and medical facility has direct access to the 
master copy of the medical information: 

wherein any edits, deletions or modifications made by the medical professional or 
medical facility to medical information that is included in the medical professional/facility copy 
and wherein the edits, deletions or modifications pertain to information initially submitted by the 
patient representative; the edits, deletions or modifications are presented back to the patient 
representative when the patient representative next accesses the master patient copy, whereupon 
the patient representative can choose to globally incorporate, globally reject, or item by item 
incorporate or reject said edits, deletions or modifications to the master patient copy; 

wherein any additional information provided by the medical professional or medical 
facility that is beyond what was initially submitted by the patient representative is not accessible 
by the patient representative; 

wherein the patient representative may use the patient master copy to create an updated 
version of the medical information contained in the patient master copy, and submit the medical 
information to at least one of a different medical professional and a different medical facility 
than the medical information was initially submitted to; and 
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wherein the patient representative may print a paper copy of the patient-owned, 
organized, personal medical history record to submit to at least one of a medical professional and 
medical facility that does not have access rights to the network. 

pr e populating one or mor e medical records with the medical hi s tory information ; 

e stablishing a design ee for acc e ssing th e m e dical history information, the design e e being 
at least on e of the pati e nt repres e ntativ e , a medical facility, and a m e dical prof e ssional; and

wh e r e in the on e or mor e medical records may be - acc e ssed solely by a m e dical 
prof e ssional, and wh e r e in the pati e nt repres e ntative is pr e cluded from acc e ssing th e one or more 
m e dical records, - 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein each of the medical encounter-specific 
questionnaire sub-sets the s e ries of responses to a s e ri e s of pr e defined qu e stions include s one or 
more mandatory questions that must be answered before advancing to subsequent questions, 
subsequent questionnaire sub-sets, and optional questions. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, comprising the further step of: 

establishing a designee for accessing the one or more patient-owned information records, 
the designee being at least one of the patient representative, the medical professional and a 
medical facility: and 

the designee securely accessing and modifying the one or more patient-owned 
information records via a communication device associated with the network. 
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modifying th e m e dical history information from a communication devic e associated with 
the n e twork, wherein said modifications ar e provided by the design ee, 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 3, further comprising: 

alerting the patient representative as to any modifications made to th e medical history 
information by the medical facility or medical professional to information submitted by the 
patient representative ; and 

the patient representative determining whether to acc e pt or rej e ct incorporate the 
modifications into the one or more patient-owned information records. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wh e r e in th e st e p of establishing a d e signee 
oth e r than th e patient representativ e includ e s further comprising: 

identifying the at least one of a medical professional or medical facility for whom the one 
or more medical records will be generated, said identifying step comprising providing a unique 
code corresponding to the at least one medical professional and medical facility in response to at 
least one of the initial series of questions , 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 5, wherein a first portion of the unique code 
identifies a particular physician medical professional 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 6, wherein a second portion of said unique code 
identifies a specific office location of the particular physician medical professional 
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8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7, further comprising disseminating the medical 
history information according to information provided in the unique code. 

9. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the medical professional includes at 
least one of a physician, an administrator, a nurse, a pharmacist, a medical staff-person, and a 
healthcare worker.

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising establishing pre-defined 
levels of access to the one or more medical records or to the medical information used to 
generate said medical records medical history information commensurate with the medical 
professional's particular profession,

levels is associated with a medical professional and permits the medical professional to add notes 
to the one or more medical records history information , wherein the type and contents of the 
added notes are related to the medical professional's access level, the method forther 
comprising: 

adding notes to the one or more medical records; 
storing the medical records in the computer database; and 

storing the medical history information forming the basis of the one or more medical 
records in the computer database. 

17. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[1]] 3, wherein the designee is a medical 
professional, the method further comprising: 

charging at least one of the medical professional and a medical facility associated with 
the medical professional a fee for accessing viewing the patient's medical history information. 

18. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

tracking access to said medical history information over said network.

22. (Currently Amended) A computer system comprising: 

at least one server computer; and, 

at least one client computer coupled to the at least one server computer through a 
network; 

wherein the at least one server computer includes at least one program stored thereon, 
said at least one program being configured to: 

a) receive medical history information provided by at l e ast one of a patient 
representative or medical professional and a medical professional stationed at the at least one 
client computer, the patient representative being one of a medical patient, the medical patient's 
guardian^ and the medical patient's personal representative, the information being provided as a 
series of responses to a s e ries of pr e - d e fin e d questions an initial series of questions and to one or 
more medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub-sets , [[and]] the medical information 
including personal, basic medical, and medical specialty-specific medical information; 

b) store the medical history information in a computer database coupled to said 

network; 
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c) pre populate on e or mor e m e dical r e cords with the medical history information ; 

c) generate one or more patient-owned information records from the medical 
information: and 

d) generate one or more medical records from the medical information, the one or 
more medical records being owned and solely accessible by at least one of a medical 
professional and a medical facility. 

d) receive a designation for granting access to the stor e d medical history 
information to at least one of - said pati e nt representative and m e dical prof e ssional; 

e ) grant access to th e m e dical history information via a communication d e vic e 
a s sociat e d with th e network according to the r e c e ived d es ignation; 

f) permit only m e dical professionals to acc e ss th e on e or mor e m e dical r e cords;

23. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 22, wherein said at least one program is 
further configured to: 

receive and process modifications to the stored medical history information from any 
communication device associated with the network. 

24. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium having embodied therein a computer 
program for processing by a machine, the computer program comprising: 
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a first code segment for storing medical history information of at least, one medical 
patient in a computer database, said medical information being provided as a series of responses 
to a s e ri e s of pre d e fined qu e stions an initial series of questions and to one or more medical- 
encounter specific questionnaire sub-sets, the information including personal, basic medical, and 
medical specialty-specific medical information and said computer database being accessible over 
a network; 

a second code segment for pre populating on e or more medical records vyith the m e dical 
information; generating one or more medical records from the medical information, said one or 
more medical records being owned and solely accessible by at least one of a medical 
professional and a medical facility; 

a third code segment for generating one or more patient-owned information records from 
the medical information; and 

a thk=d fourth code segment for receiving a designation granting access to the stored 
medical history information to at l e ast on e of a patient representative and a medical professional, 
the patient representative being one of a medical patient, the medical patient's guardian and the 
medical patient's personal representative 

a fourth code segment for sol e ly p e rmitting a m e dical professional to acc e ss th e one or 
more medical records; and 

a fifth code se gment for precluding th e patient representative from acc e ssing the on e or 
mor e medical r e cords. 

25. (Currently Amended) The computer readable medium of claim 24, wherein the computer 
program further comprises: 
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a sixth fifth code segment for receiving and processing modifications to the stored 
medical h is tory information from any communication device associated with the network. 
26. (Currently Amended) A computer data signal embodied in a carrier wiave comprising: 

a first code segment for storing medical history information of at least one medical 
patient in a computer database, said medical information being provided as a series of responses 
to an initial series of questions and to one or more medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub- 
sets, the information including personal, basic medical, and medical specialty-specific medical 
information and said computer database being accessible over a network; 

a second code segment for pr e populating on e or more medical r e cords with the m e dical 
information; generating one or more medical records from the medical information, said one or 
more medical records being owned and solely accessible by at least one of a medical 
professional and a medical facility; 

a third code segment for generating one or more patient-owned information records from 
the medical information; and 

a third fourth code segment for receiving a designation granting access to the stored 
medical history information to at l e ast on e of a patient representative and a medical professional, 
the patient representative being one of a medical patient, the medical patient's guardian^ and the 
medical patient's personal representative 

a fourth cod e segment for solely permitting a medical professional to acc e ss th e on e or 
mor e medical records; and 

a fifth code s e gment for precluding th e pati e nt representative from access the one or more 
m e dical r e cords. 
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27. (Currently Amended) The computer data signal of claim 26, further comprising: 

a sktfe fifth code segment for receiving and processing modifications to the stored 
medical history information from any communication device associated with connected to the 
network. 

28. (Currently Amended) A method for sharing medical information over a network comprising 
the steps of: 

storing medical history information in a computer database coupled to said network, said 
information including at least one medical patient's personal, basic medical, and medical 
specialty-specific medical information; 

generating one or more patient-owned information records from the medical information; 

generating one or more medical records from the medical patient's medical information, 
the one or more medical records being owned and solely accessible by at least one of a medical 
professional and a medical facility: and 

pr e populating on e or mor e medical r e cords with the medical history information; 

granting access to the medical history information to at least one medical professional 
from a communication device associated with said network. f-a»d 

granting acc e ss to the one or mor e medical records sol e ly to a m e dical prof e ssional. 

29. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 28, wherein said access is granted by a patient 
representative from a communication device associated with the network, the patient 
representative being one of a medical patient, the medical patient's guardian^ and the medical 
patient's personal representative.

31. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 28, wherein at least one of the patient 
representative and medical professional provides the medical history information, the method 
further comprising: 

accessing and viewing the medical history information from any communication device 
associated with the network; [[and,]] 

providing additional specialty specific medical information relating to a second specialty 
area; and [[,]] 

generating an additional patient-owned information record that includes the information 
relating to the second specialty area. 

wherein information common to at least one previously generated patient-owned 
information record is automatically inserted into the additional patient-owned information 
record, the at least one patient's personal and basic m e dical information does not have to be re - 
e nt e r e d to corr e spond with the s e cond medical specialty area , 

32. (Currently Amended) A method for storing medical information in a computer database 
comprising the steps of: 

soliciting, via [[a]] an initial series of pre-defined questions, at least one of a patient 
representative and a medical professional to enter initial medical information into a database; 
analyzing the entered initial medical information; and, 

selecting at least one of a plurality of pre-defined medical-encounter specific 
questionnaire sub-sets to present to the patient representative for soliciting additional 
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customizing additional inquiries regarding medical information based on the initial medical 
information entered , wherein each of the medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub-sets 
restricts the amount and type of information entered . 

33. (Currently Amended) A method for sharing medical information over a network comprising 
the steps of: 

storing at least one medical patient's medical history information in a computer database 
coupled to said network, said medical history information being provided as a series of responses 
to an initial series of questions and to one or more medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub- 
sets, a s e rie s of pre defin e d questions , the information being provided by one of a patient 
representative and a medical professional, and including personal information, basic medical 
information and medical specialty-specific medical information, the patient representative being 
one of the at least one medical patient, the medical patient's guardian^ and the medical patient's 
personal representative , generating one or more patient-owned information records from the 
medical information: 

generating one or more medical records by pre-populating said one or more medical 
records with the medical hi s tory information , the one or more medical records being owned and 
solely accessible bv an authorized medical professional or medical facility ; 

establishing a designee comprising at least one of a physician, a medical facility, and the 
patient representative for accessing the medical history information, said physician and medical 
facility being previously established in the computer database; 

the designee securely accessing the medical history information via a communication 
device associated with the network , wherein only medical professionals may-acc e ss the one or 
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or more medical records ; and 

tracking the designee's access to the medical history information. 

34. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 33, wherein when the designee comprises a 
physician, the method further comprises: 

identifying a particular physician utilizing a unique code corresponding to said physician. 

35. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 34, wherein a first portion of the unique code 
identifies the particular physician. 

36. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein a second portion of the unique code 
identifies a particular office location of the particular physician. 

37. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 36, further comprising transmitting the medical 
history information for generating the one or more medical records according to information 
provided in the unique code. 

38. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 33, wherein the physician and medical facility 
prof e ssionals accessing the one or more medical records may view and edit the one or more 
medical records as desired. 
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39. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 38, wherein the patient representative may view 
modifications and updates made by the designee to the medical history information initially 
submitted by the patient representative, but not view any new medical information contained in 
the one or more medical records as edited. 

40. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 39,. wherein the patient representative may store 
updated medical history information as desired. 

41. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein the generating one or more medical records step 
comprising automatically pre-populating the medical records with the medical patient's medical 
information. 

42. (New) The computer system of claim 22, wherein the at least one program is configured to 
generate the one or more medical records by automatically pre-populating said medical records 
with medical information. 

43. (New) The computer readable medium of claim 24, wherein the second code segment is 
configured to generate the one or more medical records by automatically pre-populating said 
medical records with medical information. 

44. (New) The computer data signal of claim 26, wherein the second code segment is configured 
to generate the one or more medical records by automatically pre-populating said medical 
records with medical information. 
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
